Origin of Hie Lone Star. 


Colonel J. F. Troulman, of Fort Val- 


ley, 
Ga., a courtly gentleman of the old 


-school, gave this interesting history: 
About 1835 Captain Mirabeau B. Lamar 
organized a (jeorgia company, of which 
Jiihtico Lamar, of the supreme court, 
was a member, to go to Texas to fight 
for her independence against Mexico 
As this company passed through Knox- 
ville, O-a., Miss Johanna E. Troutman, 
bister of the colonel, then a beautiful 
girl of eighteen, presented the company 
with a silk flag, embellished only with 
the "Lone Star," the flag and the em- 
blem being her own conception. This 
Georgia company distinguished itself 
for bravery, and was allowed to retain 
two specimens of plate, a huge silver 
spoon and fork of antique design, cap- 
tured from Santa Anna. 


When the Lone Star was adopted and 


placed on the seal of the state of Texas 
this company, by unanimous vote, at the 
instance of Captain Lamar, presented to 
Miss Troutman these articles of silver 
plate in honor of being the a,uthor of the 
Lone Star emblem. Captain Lamar was 
afterward one of the presidents of the 
Texas republic, and in his honor Lamar 
county was named in 1840. Miss Tront- 
man afterward married a Mr. Pope of 
Montgomery, Wa., and died a few years 
since, leaving one son, H. B. Pope, who 
now lives at Rome, Ga., and has in his 
possession these two pieces of unique 
silver given to his mother.—Dallas 
News. 


Smoking In Church. 


The custom of smoking during church 


service was not confined to the laity and 
minor clergy, for it is recorded that an 
archbishop of York was once reproved 
by the vicar of St. M.iry's, Nottingham, 
for attempting to smoke in the church 
vestry. 


The Rev. John Disney, of Swinderley, 


in Lincolnshire, writing on the 13th of 
December, 377:5, to James Grainger, 
says: "The affair happened in St. Mury'h 
church, Nottingham, -wli'-ii Archbishop 
blackbum was there on a visitation. 
The archbishop had ordered some of the 
apparitors or other attendants to bring 
him pipes and tobacco and t-ome liquor 
into the vestry for his refreshment after 
the fatigue of confirmation. And this 
coming to Mr. Disney's ears he forbade 
their being brought thither; and with H 
becoming spirit remonstrated with the 
archbishop upon the impropriety of his 
conduct, at the same time telling his 
grace that his vestry should not be con 
verted into a smoking room.—All the 
Year Bound.

ver ores mined in tbe United States is an 
imperative necessity, and they are not only 
required aa raw material for smelting, but 
essential as a tool of industry. Tbe Amer- 
ican auoelter must secure this tool, and as 
tbe domestic supply does Dot meet tbe de- 
mand, heavy importations of Mexican ores 
are made. 
Now, howevtr, new conditions 


confront the smelting interests of 
the 


country and threater, unless tile relief pro- 
posed is granted, quick transfer across the 
Mexican border of a larger proportion of 
tn« smelting industry, to the grant iujTrj- 
of American labor aud railroads and other 
kindred pursuits.

As the £n<l of Z*ife Approaches Nature 


Seems to Tiring Her Peculiar Aniris- 
tlietlo »n<l the Sufferer Pusses Away 
Without Half the Agony of Sickness. 
A Intman being's death was formerly 


considered a great struggle, and vivid, 
almost shocking, descriptions of the 
phenomena of dying were given in such 
exaggerated forms that none cared to 
think of the supremo moment when 
death should come to thoui. Euthanasia, 
or the pleasure of dying, takes the very 
opposite view and proclaims death to 
bo easy and almost painless. 


As the end'of life approaches natiire 


often brings her peculiar anaesthetic and 
the person passes oil without suffering 
half the arfony which tho sickness caus- 
ing the death brought to the patient. 
Even men meeting a violent death in the 
jaws of wild beasts have a few seconds 
of calm preparation before dying, which 
brings relief and a certain degree of 
pleasure. Tho great trouble in death is 
the sickness and pain which carries one 
to the door of death, and it is at such 
moments that ono sutlers all the torment 
and agony of a dozen deaths. 


The pleasures of dying can only be 


likened to those of the dreamy morphine 
eater, who gradually passes off into a 
semiconscious state where everything 
seems like floating visions of bliss. 
The 


body and nerves are numb, and the ex- 
cited, overwrought brain becomes quiet 
and unexcited. 


Tho imagination plays fancifully with 


blissful pictures, and tho whole condi- 
tion of the nervous system is of pleasur- 
able collation. The drowning man ex- 
periences the siime relief and pleasure 
w'uoii tho struggles are over and the cold 
limbs grow still and numb. 


HLISS DEFOKE THE END, 


Persons frozen in blinding snowstorms 


have reported their sensations accurate- 
ly, and they all agree that after a cer- 
tain amount of suffering which every one 
t'cols at first in extreme cold they enter 
into » blissful state from which they do 
not wish to bo roused. 


Morphine, cocaine, ether and lauda- 


num bring to the patient this same 
mental and nervous condition, and pa- 
tients resent any attempt to rotise them 
from their dreamy state. Nature sup- 
plies her own anesthetic before tho im- 
portant moment has arrived. 


Before the death rattle is heard the 


convulsed frame relaxes, the signs of 
pain and suffering on tho frame, disap- 
pear, and often a smile partly opens the 
lips. The whole body shows signs of a 
painless moment, and if tho mind wan- 
dors and the tongue utters words they 
are all of pleasure and joy. 


Those who have watched at hundreds 


of deathbeds have noted that death was 
easy, and officers in battle have testi- 
fied that tho last moments of dying sol- 
diers were painless. People who -have, 
been in the juws of wild beasts in India 
and have been rescued at the last mo- 
ment, testify that a numbing calmness 
\v*s experienced after the first sharp, 
painful snap of tho teeth upon them, 
in fact the approach of every creature's 
fate brings with it a kindly preparation 
when life is blissful and full of pleas- 
ure. The last sensation in this world is 
then one of joy and not excruciating 
pain. 


Tho roal knowledge of euthanasia 


certainly diminishes if it does not en- 
tirely relievo the dread of many of the 
lust struggle, -which has been made so 
horrible by descriptions of its agony. 


PLEASURES OP DYINU. 


The pleasures of dying may remove a 


great burden from the minds of hun- 
dreds who arc inevitably approaching 
death. The old fashioned notion that 
death would bo terrible had a baleful 
influence upon those who were lighting 
insidious diseases, and'many aggravated 
their complaints by feverishly dreading 
tho pain of tho last struggle. 
In this 


way a great deal of harm was done, und 
many sufferers hastened their own end. 


Even in the case of poisoning, the 


pain suffered is only when tho system 
combats against the desire to yield to 
tho influence of the drug. 
Hleep gener- 


ally steals over the person, and only the 
dreamy pleasures caused by the poison 
and of dying are again experienced in 
this world. The greatest jiuin felt i« 
that of the stomach pump, which may be 
applied in time to recall the suicido to 
life, and iu every case they rebel against 
this most emphatically. That the suf- 
fering is not so terrible may be surmised 
from the fact that persons who have 
once attempted suicido frequently make 
tho second or third attempt. 


It is a fact that tho pain of death is 


frequently far less than the pain that 
accompanies many diseases that are not 
fatal. The pain of rheumatism, for in- 
stance, is probably more severe than tho 
usual pain of dying. So is tho pain of 
neuralgia or tho pain of tho toothache. 


Death often, indeed, comes as silently 


and painlessly as sleep. Those at the 
bedside cannot see exactly when the 
vital spurk of life gives out with any- 
more certainty than you can tell when a 
drowsy person passes from 
rioink'on- 


sciousness to actual sleep. If we were 
not all familiar with the phenomenon of 


j sleep how we should fuar that nwoot ob- 


livion; how we should stand affrighted 
ou the brink before yielding our brain 
and body to the absolute unconscious- 
ness of healthy sleep.—Dr, W, D. Atkin- 
son.
